NEARLY 32 PERCENT of 
all persons in the labor force in 
the U. S. are women. This is the 
atest estimate of the Bureau of © 
the Census. 

This is nearly 20 million wom- 
en, and the number is growing 
along with the need to improve 
the conditions of this army of 
women workers. Back in 1920 
there were less than 8.5 million 
women workers and they then 
made up only 20 percent of all 
workers. 


U. S. factories now employ 
about a fourth of all women 
workers, more than in any other 
industry group. About 4.5 mil- 
lion are employed in manufac- 


} turing alone, and more than 3.5

million in retailing. About half of 
all are clerical workers or opera- 
tives. 

Facts on womén workers are 
compiled regularly by the U. S. 
Women's Bureau, the latest com- 
pilation appearing last month as 
their Bulletin No. 242. 

In summarizing this report, the 
* Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times admitted there 
was oné distinctly “sour note” in 
the volume. This was im the 
section on women’s wages. 

For a report of the Census 
Bureau was included showing 
that the median annual wage for 
all women workers in the U. S. 
was onlv $1,230 compared with 
¥2 659 for men workers. 


THE FULL significance of 
these government admissions, as 
well as the data collected by 
unions on the subject, are given 
the rich analysis they deserve in 
the latest book bv Grace Hut- 
chins, called. Women 
Work. Although given the same 
title as her pioneer work on the 
subject some years ago, the facts 
in the present volume are all 
new arid vital, 

Perhaps the most startling deal 
with the discrimination against 
women—a problem with which 
at least the’ progressive unions 
are beginning to grapple. | 

A rough estimate from the 
Census of 1950 shows that by 
paying women workers wages

$1,285 less a year than men 
workers’ wages, ay corporations 
were able to save a total of $5.4 
billion. 

As Grace Hutchins puts it, 
“Part of this stupendous amount 
may be counted as extra profits 
garnered by ram i com- 
panies from the employment of 
women at lower rates than men.” 

She goes further and estimates 
that these extra profits made 
from the depressed wages of 
women formed nearly a quarter - 
(about 23 percent) of all manu- 
facturing profits in that year. 


. 

ANOTHER POINT stressed 
in this book, but usually pointed 
out in the government docu- 
ments on women, is the effect 
of women’s lower wages on the 

wage standard for men, Ih tex- 
tiles, for example, where a large 
number of women are employed, 
the national avérage wages are 
far below those of the average 
for all induStries. 

-In the electrical industries 
also, figures are cited to show 
that the lower rates for women 
are being used by big companies 
like Westinghouse to push down 
the wages of men workers. 

The difficulties of living on the 
wages women earn are also de- 
scribed in careful detail. Even a 
vear ago the standard Heller 
Budget (given regularly in our 
Labor Fact Books) called for 
around. $50 a week for a single 
woman. So if a laundry worker 
earning $30 a week or less tried 
to meet this standard of living - 

“she would have a deficit of 
about $20 a week or $1,000 a 
year.”

But it is this fact which makes the law all the more 
necessary. The deep freezers and the mink coats which 
shocked the country a year ago are peanuts compared to 

treasury looting which the big corporations, with their 
executives serving within the government, are planning | 
for the next four years. 

We think the law should stand as written. If there aré 
to be any changes, they should:be in the direction of stiff: 
er penalties for government officials who act in the inter- 
est of the monopolies. 

Moreover, the Senators should continue to refuse con- 
firmation for Wilson and others in his situation. Otherwisé 
they become accomplices before the fact in a flagrant vio- 
lation of a law which is needed now more than ever for 


the protection of the people.
